Wantiewaay’s fatal “a¢ cide nt 
which claimed the life of John 
Earl Swann, 30, Los Angeles, 
Etiwanda 
driving on the part of the de- 


ceased, a coroner’s jury, convened 
this morning at the Stone mor- 
tuary, ruled. 

Swann died at 5:25 p. m. Wed- 
nesday afternoon at San Antonio 
hospital of severe shock and hem- 
orrhage. His left arm had been 
amputated at the shoulder in the 
crash. 

The accident occurred on :Foot- 
hill boulevard near East End ave- 
nue in Etiwanda. According to 
highway patrolmen, Swann was 
traveling at high speed when his 
car struck the right rear of a 
truck driven by Chester Bloomen, 
26, San Bernardino. 

Bloomen said he had just turned 
off East End avenue onto Foothill 
when he saw Swann approaching 
at a high rate of speed in the south 
lane of the thoroughfare.

‘SPARTAN REGIME! 





LONDON, (#)—Britain’s Soc- 
ialist-dominated House of Com- 
mons approved today the gov- 
ernment’s sweeping “crisis pow- 
ers” bill, described by Winston 
Churchill as “a blank check for 
totalitarian government”. 

The House gave the bill a sec- 
ond reading-——approving it in prin- 
ciple—without a record vote. The 
government hoped to push the 
measure through all remaining 
parliamentary stages before the 
Commons’ scheduled adjournment 
next Wednesday. 

An amendment to reject the 
measure was defeated 251 to 148. 

The Socialist government says 
the bill is necessary for effective 
dealing with the British economic 
crisis. It would empower the 
government to tell men and wo- 
men where they must work and 
to take over the management of 
firms considered to be operating 
inefficiently. 

Launching an all-out conserv- 
ative attack on Prime Minister 
Attlee’s Spartan plans for meet- 
ing the economic squeeze-—which 
Labor spokesmen asserted were 
“appropriate and necessary” - 
Churchill declared:
